Re-arnest or a Noren Desperado 
AND “Roan Acent.”—Tke Orego- 
nun of 22d of December says: 

Brockie Jack, the noted road 


agent, whom the officers from 
Montana to California, and 


|through Oregon to Idaho. have. 


been in search of for months past, 
for a robbery of the Salt Lake 
stage and murder of the driver, 
has been at last secured on Brit- 
ish possessions, in such manher 
as to fix his trafisportation cer- 
tain—at least as far as Idaho. 
Brockie visited Portland, and 
while here; through the effurts of 
Sheriff Stitzel the track of the 
highwayman was discovered, 
and the plans laid for his arrest. 
Before anything: was accomplish- 
ed, however, the suspicions of 
Brockie were arroused, and steal- 
ing a small boat he decamped 
down the river, and up the Cowlitz, 
with his men, onto Victoria. He 
was followed, and after much 
‘trouble taken into custody by the 
authotities at Victoria; and held 
for a few weeks awaiting the re- 
quisition of Governor Lyon, from 
Lewiston, but the delays attend- 
ing this branch of proceedings . 


jcaused the release of Brockie, 


and he left Victoria about the 
time—at least a few days, befure 


the arrival there of the officers, 


with a detachment of solders, 
and thie necessary papers to bring 
him away; Finding Brockie and 
his associates thus liberated, J. 
H. Fisk,.the officer intrasted with 
the warrants, and: processes from 
Idaho, got track of them, and 
chartered a schooner which was 
manned dnd armed with two 
swivels, and sailed in pursnit of 
them, accompanied by officers 
from Victoria. The first day 
they were tracked to North San 
Juan, from there to Whatcom, 
from there to Bellevue Islanil 
thence to Orcus Island in Buck's 
Bay, where their den was found, 
in the most secluded spot imagi- 
nable, which is reported tu bea 
“perfect den of thieves.” The 
party were separated, however, 
which made their capture easy. 
Brockie was pounced upon before 
daylight the following morning, 
while inbed. After his captare, 
and securing two boat loads of 
his plunder, the party sailed for 
Victoria, and on the way fell in 
with Brockie’s piratical craft, the 


Deer Foot, with the balance of 


the party on board, who hove toe 
immediately, when ordered to do 
so, and was boarded by the off- 


|cers and taken to Victoria, crea- 


ting quite a little fiect. The 
criminals were to have an exami: 
nation on the 15th, when they 
would soon afterwards. leave for 
Portland, and may be expected 
to arrive here any day. Brockic 
is undonbtedly the most desper- 
ate road agent on the coast. His 
presence has been a terror to Cal- 
ifornia, Washqe, Utah, Montana 
and Idaho, and the officers wha 
have had a hand in his final ar- 
rest, to use the words of Secreta- 
iry Cochran of Lewiston, “have 
won the warmest gratitude of al! 
law abiding men.” |
